That the payer of stamp taxes, un-1 f 
der the last section of the new w ar!'*’ 
tax hill, has a variety of functions to 
perform and by no means discharges 
his duties in full when he makes re­ 
port to the Collector on Inernal Reve­ 
nue anu buys the stamps necessary 
to comply with the law, is accentuated 
in a list of instructions sent out from 
Washington. 
The instructions tell the dealer just 
how to affix his stamps and how to 
properly look after their cancellation. 
That section of the act itself which 
briefly covers this regulation reads: 
Collectors’ Instructions 
“ Stamps shall be so Affixed on the 
box, bottle or package that in opening 
them, or using the contents thereof, 
the stamp shall be. effectually destroy­ 
ed, and in default' thereof, the party 
making default, shall be liable to the 
same penalty imposed for neglect to

of it. 
At night the great blaze has 
proven to be a picturesque feature of 
a drive anywhere within miles of t,he 
place. 
Some of the gas that has been go­ 
ing to waste is now going to be used 
for cooking. 
The Southern Counties 
Gas Company recently contracted with 
the Standard Oil Company for the gas, 
and Corwin Butterwort!!, county man­ 
ager of the gas company, yesterday 
completed six miles of pipeline from 
the well to a point on the main be­ 
tween Anaheim and Fullerton. This 
morning Buena Park gas was in the 
mains, which hitherto have had their 
only supply from Olinda. 
The gas company will be unable to 
use anywhere near the output of the 
great Buena Park well, and for a long 
time some of it will have to be burn­ 
ed at the well to get rid of it.
